PRINCIPAL PETERSON'S MESSAGE 



The following letter has been received by the Editor of McGill Daily from Sir William Peterson, 
Principal of the University, foi publication in the undergraduate organ. 

6th November, 1918. 

The Editor. McGill Daily. 

Dear Sir,— We have so much lost time to make up that it has been found very difficult to arrange for 
any General Assembly of the students on Monday, when lectures are to be resumed. And a second open- 
in*- address would in ordinary circiuuRtanees bp considered superfluous. But in view of all that has 
happened since we had to interrupt our work, I feel that som* sort of message may fitly be addressed 
by me. through the columns of the "Daily." to the whole student-body. We are living In great and 
spacious days, and it is highly improbable that any of us will ever again be witnesses of such stirring 
event.- as those which have passed before our eyes within thr last few wesks. We have been spec- 
tators of a drama, or raihnta tragedy, which has had tbe whole world for its stage. And now that 
it has drawn to its appointed and inevitable end, we must try to give expression, in our hearts and by 
our lives, to the lessons it lias taught us. It has confirmed our faith in the ultimate triumph of jus- 
tice and right, be tbe struggle never so painful or ;<o costly. It has given us a feeling of greater sol- 
idarity, n stronger sense of human brotherhood, by the consciousness that we have been associated 
throughout the agony of these four long years, with the other free nations of the world, especially 
with those which, like our own, can boast the privileges of partnership in the British Empire. It has 
made us proud of our traditions and more than ever confident in our destiny. 

Our University has itself played a valiant part in the struggle which now passes Into history. We 
are proud and thankful that, in the very earliest days of the war, the call was heard by bo many sons 
of old McGill, who carried her name and fame to many a distant battlefield. They were our standard- 
bearers, and our Uvea are fuller and richer for their sacrifices and for their splendid heroism. 

A large proportion of those who went out from among us will not return to us. They have died 
a soldier's death. But they will, live in our hearts; and the Memorial Hall which we have undertaken, 
wtth the help of our fellow-citizens, to construct on the College campus will provide for each of them 
an abiding monument. Even now. In the first days of our victory, their memory should make us tem- 
perate in our rejoicings. To me one of the most poignant utterances of our public men In connection 
with the armistice was that of a former Minister of Militia at Ottawa, who said, "I am not celebrating 
to-day; I am thinking of the boys who will not corné back!" 

We have the right to rejoice. '„ The 'victory that has been won is the triumph of freedom and truth 
and right over force and wrong-doing and deceit. But let our rejoicing be without either vainglory 
or vindictivaaess. We need not be uplifted overmuch. Sobor*nilnded men will remember both the 
sorrows and sacrifices of the past and the responsibilities of the future. Great problems are In front 
of us of deepest import to our nation and to the Empire. Let us advance to meet them In the spirit 
of those who have "learnt by suffering," and who desire to use the fruits of victory for lue best good of 
their country and their fellow-men.

The affair* of 
this institution arc such as to demand the administration of an 
oxcopttonally strong man and unless such a candidate can ha found 
and elected we have serious, reason to four that tho Union wil fail 
to accomplish the pu pore which justifies its eaisteno». We do 
not hesitate to state it as our candid opiaion that the 
which have prevailed during the paat year or more, and 
ately arc still much too apparent, have beta, and arc, entirely in- 
compatible with those which it waa originally intended should pre- 
vail. 

It is high time that the student body realise its 
and responsibility in the matter of electing officers to 
ito affairs. That there arc men of sufficient moral strength and 
huainc*s ability to successfully undertake the direction of affair* 
at the Union w* have not the least doubt. The real difficulty to, net 
*o much the lack of such men as the failure of the electors to real- 
in such ability. There is an unfortunate t endency on the part of 
the student body to "let things slide." Too often the empty pop- 
ularity of a candidate is sufficient to satisfy the elector of his abil- 
ity to successfully fill an office.

"It is with deepest regret that I 
have to confirm the report, doubtless

"Nowhere in the campaign has H 
beea so paiatul duty to report the lest 
of officera in our battalion who have 
made the laat great sacrifice in the la- 
tereats of humanity, Ktag aad Country-.

ourably known ta «s all, the leas is 
felt personally by every officer 
every member of the hnttaUen mitas* 
that wo have lost the aarvteea of a 
most efficient officer, whose "' 
and influence has ever beea for the 
betterment of the ua«. 

"As might have beea expected, 'he 
died ia the momeat of highest devo- 
tion to duty. While we were prepar- 
ing for aa aaeautc the sai my 
attacked. He toos to the 
gallantly rallied our men aaaVsjot them 
organised to not only repel toe attack, 
but also to press home oar «ara sa» 
saalt most successfully. White per- 
forming such excellent service he mot 
hia death, being Mile* almost m- 
etantly by rifle butiem through bead 
aad heart, and experienced no pass 
or suffering. I write these details be- 
cause I believe n may comfort yoYPte 
know that his end waa poxeefal. 

"Wo brought his body down frexa 
the front line and interred H in a imtte 
cemetery near TTrlgcda Tt asanas ins 
In the Somme Valley, ansae* other 
good Canadians who have fallen m 
this offensive.

He per- 
sonally conducted him to a place of 
safety and then returned to his duty 
of supervising the repairs to the line, 
which were eventually successfully 
completed. His whole behaviour was 
marked by cool courage and presence 
of mind, the example of which great- 
ly helped his men. 

The Distinguished Flyinc Cross has 
been awarded Captain G. G. Bell, past 
atudent, of the Royal Air Force. He
